terms of the arbitration board 
decision brought down last night. 
The arbitration board headed by 
Judge Cowan on 42 Ontario mar- 
ket areas filed their decision 
with the milk board, to become 
effective January 5. 
. No decision has been announc- 
ed by the arbitration board 
headed by Judge Moon which is 
to settle the price paid on the 
Toronto market 

Newmarket was included in 
the 42: market areas affected by 
the decision. Under the terms 
of the board's findings, the farm- 
ers gain their immediate objec- 
tive of a single price for alt 
quota milk, instead of a primary 
imd secondary price as formerly 
paid. A price of S4 per cwt. was 
set for the Newmarket market. 

Newmarket distributors had 
received no official word of the 
board's findings Thursday morn- 
ing but it is expected that If the 
milk price to farmers increases, 
the increase will be passed on to 
the consumers, tn Newmarket, 
such an increase would raise the 
price of milk from 1? to 18 
cents a quart.

The action of the Toronto board on milk prices 
fa postponing i I s decision is incomprehensible. The 
contact by which producers shipped milk to Toronto 
expired! OctoBer 31; the arbitration board was to have 
decided apois the tettns of the new contract to have 
begua November 1^ The unexpfaifie* postponement of 
the boartfs decision puts the produce* life the position 
of fctfrihtf to ship his ffiilfe in good faith supported only 
by the ^cedent establishe* by the expired contract, 
the faults of which fed to setting up of the board in the 

first place* ' 

There is no apparent ireasdn for the board to post- 
pone ita decision and by doing so the board has left 
itself open to grave suspicions. If, as has been rumor- 
ed,, the board does not intend to announce its decision 
onti! well into the new year, the conclusion will be 
drawn that it is "stalling for time". Stalling would be 
most advantageous to the city dairies in bargaining 

with the producer. 

At present, the farmer has the better bargaining 
position in relation to the market, but as the supply 
of milk increases, he loses the advantage. Too, the 
longer the decision is delayed, the more likely the pro- 
ducer is to accept terms he would have rejected in De- 
cember from sheer frustration and a desire to recoup 
as much as possible of the loss he is now sustaining. 

Delay may be an accepted part of bargaining pro- 
cedure in the business world just as a snap agreement 
may be e q u a 1 ly acceptable in a different context. 
But when delay becomes the apparent tactic of an arbi- 
tration board, the board's neutrality becomes suspect. 

The longer the arbitration board withholds its 
decision, the more doubtful milk shippers are going to 
be of its impartiality, and it will be in the light of 
those doubts that they will examine the board's de- 
cision. 
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Urtcr Pott Office Needed 

r 

The annual congestion at Newmarket post office 
again brings the attention to the need for house-to- 
house mail service and improvement generally of the 
facilities to serve the public. No matter how large a 
staff of "extras" is hired for Christmas, there is too 
great a demand upon the efforts of the regulars to 
permit them to serve the public over wicket as the 
public has the right to expect- 

More room and a larger staff of trained clerks 
would reduce the delays that are so inconvenient in 
seasonal rushes. The actual growth of Newmarket 
since the post office was built should be sufficient to 
warrant an increase in the size of the building and the 
staff. The potential growth makes it impossible to 
avoid the issue. 
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WoodLoi Better Than Bond 



One way of looking at the bush lot is suggested 
by a recent statement of Mr. Robson Black, president 
of the Canadian Forestry Association. He asks: "Have 
yoa 25 acres of woods?" and continues: "If you have, 
why not call it your $2,800 bond? The interest cou- 
pons are provided by the yearly increment of growth. 
Your little forest f]uite easily may contain a total vol- 
ume of 23 cords to the acre. That would add up to be- 
tween 600 and 700 cords. Half of it may be of sawjog 
quality which establishes a value of $ 2,100 just as the 
trees now stand. The rest we might turn into fire- 
wood and that would build up another $700. So the 
contents of your 25 acres look better than $2,300 as 
the price tag on the tree trunks." 

Unlike a $2,800 bond, however, those 25 acres of 
bosh have a continuing value beyond the "interest" of 
the annual "increment of growth". The bush will hold 
water on land, provide shelter against wind and snow 
and offer a refuge for wiM life. Such values cannot 
be easily calculated but there is no question of their 
worth. 

When you cash your bond, you forfeit your interest 
for an immediate settlement. When you cut your bush, 
you not only forfeit the interest but the water and soil 
conserving qualities which few farmers can afford to 
lose. 
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Spirit Of Giving 






Most of us have a cause to which we subscribe at 
Christmas. It may be the white gifts of the annual 
church services, the Lions Christmas basket fund or 
any one of the numerous other service groups which seek 
assistance at Christmas time. Or it may be that we 
share in the mass Christmas giving of the Women's 
Institutes, and similar organizations. Whatever the 
choice, there are few whose Christmas giving is confined 
to the immediate members of the family. 

So extensive is this extra effort, that we doubt if 
it could ever be calculated in terms of cost and energy. 
Some idea of its wide variety may be had from the . 
columns of this week's issue where instance after in- 
stance of giving is recorded, of baskets packed, of re- 
membrance of shut-ins or the homeless, of concern for 
those thousands of miles away as well as within our 
own community. 

It seems to us that the record of this Christmas 
givi.ig offers a resounding rebuttal to claims that the 
meaning of Christmas is lost. The manner in which it 
is remembered has passed through an amazing cycle 
of changes through the years, but the growing concern 
for others at Christmas time indicates that the spirit 
of Christmas is far from lost. 
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Midland Free Press Herald— We learn that many 
of our federal and provincial government employees are 
now working only from 9 a.m. to 4.30 p.m. daily, with 
half days off on Saturday, two or three weeks' vacation 
annually, and up to three weeks per annum sick leave 
with pay. 

It is to be hoped that not too many of our employ- 
ees, and civil servants are "our employees", take ad- 
vantage of all these opportunities to avoid work. 

Farmers are still laboring long hours. Many in- 
dustries are still working from 44 to 48 hours weekly. 

Just why government employees who have the ad- 
vantage of permanence of employment, should be 
granted a much shorter work week, is beyond us. 

Most farmers are short of labor. So are many 
industries. 

Most of us also agree that our income taxes, excise 
taxes, sales taxes and many other imposts designed to 
support sizeable staffs of government employees are too 
high. They leave us short of dollars for many necessi- 
ties. 

Might we, therefore* suggest that the voters cast 
their ballots in the next provincial and federal elections 
for those candidates who pledge themselves to eliminate 
the inequality in the working week between the various 
classes of citizens. 

If w< nre all to work 40 hours a week, let the 
farmer do it too and price his food accordingly. 

If our civil servants are to work only 35 hours per 
week, let them be paid accordingly. 

After six years in Ottawa wc firmly believe that 
there is hardly one department of government which 
would not function far more efficiently if the depart- 
mental heads were ordered to cut their staff by one- 
quarter having regard only for efficiency. Reduced 
staff and a longer work week for civil servants might 
well cut taxes and increase general productivity to a 
degree that inflation would be substantially curbed.
